Missile to Carry 


372-Pound Satellite 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. <AP> 
—The moon moved into favorable 
position as a target Wednesday 
night 
and 
the m ightiest 
rocket 
ever 
assembled 
by 
the United 
States stood poised for an effort 
to launch a lunar satellite. 
A three-stage Atlas-Able rocket, 
towering 98 feet, was chosen to 
hurl a 372-pound satellite to the 
vicinity of the moon, which will; 
be about 231,1000 miles from earth 
Wednesday night. 
By radio command from Cape 
Canaveral, a small rocket engine 
in the payload can be ignited to 
supply a reverse thrust and slow 
the satellite so that it will settle 
into an orbit around the moon. 
This, U.S. scientists say, would 
surpass anything the Soviet Un­ 
ion has done. 
One 
of 
several 
things 
could 
happen if something goes wrong 
in the launching and a moon orbit 
is not achieved. 
The payload could whiz past the j 
moon and go into orbit around the | 
sun; go into a huge orbit around 
moon and earth; orbit the earth 
thousands of miies out, or simply 
fall back, 
A scanning device to capture 
an image of the moon’s surface 
is included in the Atlas-Able pay­ 
load, along with instrum ents to 
report on coitditions in space and 
in the lunar vicinity. 
Spokesmen say the pictures will 
not match the clarity of those 
taken by the Soviet 
Lunik 
III. 
Those photos of the moon s dark 
side m ade a tremendous im pres­ 
sion on U.S. scientists. 
For five days, the paths of the 
earth and the moon will be close­ 
ly aligned as they orbit around 
the sun. This is the best time 
for shooting at the moon, because 
the sun is not in position to dis­ 
tort the path of the satellite. 
Thus, if the rocket cannot be 
fired by Monday, there will be a 
postponement until 
late 
Decem­ 
ber, when the positions of earth, 
moon and sun again are favor­ 
able.

Monday when 
he bade his wife goodby and set 
out for his M anhattan office from 
his home in Lake Success, just 
east of New York City on Long 
Island. 
His wife, Helen, said he had 
about $10 in cash and possibly 
two blank checks. She said he did 
not take his wallet and thus had 
little identification with him.

On Dec. 4, 1619, a tiny »hip anchored in what 
Is now the Jam es River in Virginia. 


Debarking, the ship’s 38 passengers knelt in 
prayer and celebrated the day as one of thanks­ 
giving — possibly the first such observance in 
the New World. 


Two years later the Pilgrims $who landed at 
Plymouth set aside a day for thanksgiving and 
Mass chusetts Bay Colony celebrated a thanks­ 
giving day star ing in 1630. In 1863. President 
Lincoln 
designated 
the 
fourth 
Thursday 
in 
November as America s Thanksgiving Day. 


The Englishmen who landed at the mouth of 
the Jam es River in 1619 had sailed from their 
homeland Sept. 16, 1619, to join the growing 
colony in Virginia. 


Their first order bad read: 
“ Im pr wee ord/.ine that the day of our »hips 


arrivall at the place assigned for plantacon In 
the land of Virginia shall be yearly and per­ 
petually keept holy as a day of Thanksgiving 
to Almighty God." 


Accounts survive of the ship’s order and of 
the fact tha' tla* fir»t Thanksgiving was cele­ 
brated But whet tier it was commemorated from 
that year on is unknown.

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Feast In Sight on Cole's Hill 


It is no d isrespect for the Pilgrims and 
certainly none for the first Thank sgiv ing to 
remember a singu lar circu mstance abou t the 
Ply mou th Colony ’s first harv est. 
The colonists planted their grain on Cole's 
Hill, which rose behind Ply mou th Rock . 
They choose this location becau se of 
a 
traged y that had d riv en them to d espair 
and hopelessness. In that first awfu l winter, 
after they came ashore a few d ay s before 
Christmas, half their nu mber had perished . 
They were ill-equ ipped for their ad v entu re 
here. 
They bu ried their d ead on Cole’s Hill, u nd er 
the snow. When spring came, they were 
afraid the u nfriend ly Ind ians might get the 
u pper hand ov er the friend ly ones and tak e 
ad v antage of the weak ness—if they k new how 
many corpse« were concealed on the Hill. 
So they chose to plant their grain. 
They wanted to conceal their failu re in 
a project that had tu rned ou t d isastrou sly 
for them and their back ers. 
That was the essence of the story which 
ran throu gh the early history of the fou nd ing 
of the New World . The Old World was 
rebu ffed . 


THE PEOPLE who came here k new nothing 
of America’s potentialities u ntil many y ears 
had passed . Ev en in 1621, after their first 
harv est, the Pilgrims d id not think of their 
colony as a su ccess. That it had su rv iv ed at 
all was a miracle. Its back ers were as u n­ 
happy abou t their losing inv estment as its 
members were with their precariou s and u n­ 
happy ex istence. 
The Eu ropean hatred s, misconceptions and 
Ignorances they brou ght to these shores were 
to prov e a heav y hand icap. The New World 
ev olv ed In spite of them. The u nnatu rally 
atrict religion of the Pu ritans, itself, was 
a d rawback to the new life they cou ld liv e 
here. 
It was a« u nsu ited to the new land as 


criminal attitu d es of the prison riff-raff ship­ 
ped here; as u nnatu ral as the corru pt and 
greed y Spaniard s, the foppish French, the 
ru thless British ov erlord s and all others who 
look ed at the New World only as an oppor­ 
tu nity to repeat all the errors of the Old 
World . 
It is no wond er their child ren and grand ­ 
child ren learned to resent this wrong-head ed 
and short-sighted prov incialism. It is no won­ 
d er that George Washington, who was to 
emerge as the first great American lead er- 
statesmen, warned his cou ntry men abou t 
entangling alliances with the Old World . 
He d id not mean that the cou ntry he was 
helping to fou nd shou ld shu t itself away from 
its international neighbors bu t that Ameri­ 
cans shou ld stay free of the smold ering hat­ 
red s and blood feu d s that had mad e ex istence 
miserable for millions in Eu rope. 


HE MEANT what was to find ex pression 
later in the Monroe Doctrine, when America 
spelled ou t for its Eu ropean neighbors a 
warning not to transplant their wars and 
conspiracies to North and Sou th America. 
The legend say s it was the Ind ians, them­ 
selv es, who tau ght the Ply mou th colonists how 
to plant grain in the New World ; they d id 
not k now ev en that mu ch abou t su rv iv al in 
an env iornment that was as foreign to them 
in their time as the moon will be to man 
if he reaches it in this centu ry . 
That wou ld hav e been in the spring of 1621. 
The corpses were all there, on Cole’s Hill. 
The Ply mou th Colony was helpless, with 
half its manpower gone. Yet the Ind iana 
were willing to help the settlers plant their 
grain. This was the New World , where race 
hatred and class warfare were u nk nown to 
the nativ es, not the old one, where it was d og 
eat d og. 
Perhaps the significance of Cole’s Hill 
shou ld be stressed as mu ch as the legend 
of the first Thank sgiv ing. 


Taxation Need Psychology Too 


The Hou se Way s and Means Committee had 
receiv ed 100 statements from tax ex perts and 
economists before It opened it« hearings on 
income tax reform last week . 
The professional pond erers of the weighty 
•u bject were of one mind on one thing. 
The lu rest way to throw a tax pay er into a 
panic is to mak e him feel he is fighting for 
his lift. A little tax ing now and then may 
not be relished by the best of men. bu t it 
will not cau se them to tak e u p arms. 
More to the point in a mod ern society , it 
will not send them fly ing to the closest tax 
“ad v iser” who mak es a liv ing by telling 
clients how to av oid ev ery cent of pay ment 
that legally can be av oid ed . 
In short, mod erate tax rates d o not giv e 
rise to immod erate tax av oid ance and ev a­ 
sion. This has more to ^o with psy chology 


than with tax ation, bu t psy chology has mu ch 
to d o with tax ation. 
Politicians k now this as well as they k now 
the back s of their hand s. A politician learns 
by ex perience that 
his 
constitu ents are 
nev er worried abou t the other fellow’s tax es, 
only their own. He learns that they alway s 
think they are being tax ed to d eath, while the 
other fellow is getting away with mu rd er. 
If ev ery American were to become con­ 
v inced in his own mind that he was pay ing 
the minimu m while the other fellow was 
pay ing the max imu m — as he v ery well 
shou ld be, consid ering his su perior ability to 
pay — fed eral income wou ld soar by leaps 
and bou nd s. Fewer tax pay ers wou ld stru ggle 
to get ou t of pay ing more than they thou ght 
they shou ld be ask ed to pay . It wou ld be 
that simple.

Life On Mars

WASHINGTON 
A noted astronomer has fou nd 
new ev id ence of life on Mars — 
the presence in its d ark regions 
of organic molecu les su ch as are 
characteristic of plants on earth. 
The astronomer. Dr. William M. 
Smton 
of 
Lowell 
Observ atory , 
Flagstaff, Ariz., has reported his 
find ings to the American Associa­ 
tion 
for 
the 
Ad v ancement 
of 
Science. 
He say s that “ inv isible” intra- 
red light reflected from the planet 
throu gh 14 0,000,000 miles of space 
contains wav e l e ng t hs su ch as 
wou ld come only from v egetation 
au ch as is fou nd on earth. 
He d oes not ru le ou t the possibil­ 
ity , howev er, that the reflection 
comes from inorganic materials 
u nk nown to science. 
The infra-red wav e lengths, ac­ 
cord ing to Dr. Sinton. are most 
prominent 
in 
reflections 
from 
those areas of the planet’s su rface 
whose color changes with the sea­ 
sons. These wav e lengths are v ir­ 
tu ally absent from the constantly 
bright regions of Mars. 
The d ark Martian regions, he re­ 
ports. inclu d e one area ot approx ­ 
imately 500,000 sq u are miles. This 
area, he say s, has become d ark 
q u ite recently , perhaps by the in­ 
v asion of plant life into a prev i­ 
ou sly d esert region. 
“It is tempting to assu me,” say s 
the report, “that the d ark regions 
which hav e appeared d u ring the 
history of planetary observ ing also 
contain organic molecu les. If this 
is tru e, then organic molecu les are 
prod u ced in localized regions in rel­ 
ativ ely short spans of time. Growth 
of v egetation certainly seems to 
be the most logical ex planation 
for the appearance of organic 
molecu les.” 
Howev er, say s Dr. Sinton. other 
characteristics of the spectru m 
ind icate that there may be a sig­ 
nificant d ifference between earth­ 
ly and Martian plant life — es­ 
pecially a greater ability of Mar­ 
tian life to store u p carbohy d rates 
for food in the mu ch more hostile 
climate of the neighboring planet.

Two y ears ago some parents in 
the New York area faced with 
these common problems d ecid ed 
to get together and help each 
other.

“Parents withou t Partners." 
Tod ay there are 1,200 members 
in chapters in fiv e states. 
Parents withou t Partners ha s 
d ev eloped a liv ely program of 
meetings w'ith specialists in child 
care and family relations; d is­ 
cu ssion grou ps: ou tings for par­ 
ents 
and 
child ren 
and 
social 
ev ents for parents. 
Abou t two-third s of PwP's mem. 
bership are parents who are d i­ 
v orced or separated ; the other 
third wid ows and wid owers. 


Women ou tnu mber men by abou t 
three to one, as d iv orced mothers 
for the most part receiv e cu stod y 
of child ren. Howev er, PwP Presi­ 
d ent Lou is Heid elberger wishes 
more fathers wou ld join. He say s; 
“There are emotional problems 
that affect either parner 
in 
a 
d iv orce 
or 
separation; 
fathers 
come u p against tou chy situ ations 
in v isits with their child ren. Ou r 
grou p offers solid help both in 
d iscu ssion grou ps and from ex ­ 
pert speak ers.”

Miss Edith Forbes, chairman of 
the committee on elementary and 
secondary education, stated that 
much harm can be done to a kin­ 
dergarten age child if he were 
I treated as though he were four, if 
he were ignored or if he were 
treated as though he were six. 
A kindergarten teacher must re 
member the most important fac 
| tors about the age of five, that is, 
a five-year-old cannot adjust to any 
crowd, Miss Forbes pointed out, 
further explaining, this means that 
rio matter how large a room or 
hew many helpers are in a kinder­ 
garten, 
the 
number 
of 
pupils 
should be kept small. 
Secondly, a five-year-old has not 
developed well enough physically 
to do intricate handwork or to see 
small objects: everything in kin­ 
dergarten 
equipment, 
pictur e s 
toys, paper and paint, must be on 
a larger scale, the speaker said. 
Forty-two of our states have km 
dergartens and Ohio is one of 22 
slates which provides some funds 
for their operation. At the present 
time 50 per cent of all United 
Slates children of kindergarten age 
are in school, Miss Forbes re 
vealed. 
Salem kindergartens are run on 
a half-day schedule. 
Mrs. Donald Reichert explained 
the primary aims of a kindergar 
ten program. “ They should help 
the child feel adequate in a new 
experience, 
should

in Co lumbus.

AS I WRITE. I have before me 
a list of the ingredients in a popu­ 
lar two-a-day tablet that is sold 
for six to nine cents over the coun­ 
ter. Each tablet contains nine vita­ 
mins, of which five rarely , if ever, 
cause human deficiencies. Each 
contains 11 minerals of which eight 
never cause human deficiencies. 
The remaining vitamins and min­ 
erals of each tablet are supplied 
rn adeq uate q uantities in the diet 
that follows. The foods selected for 
this diet are the least ex pensive 
in today ’s market. Each may be 
replaced by a like substitute de­ 
pending on market and economic 
conditions: 


FOR BREAKFAST: A whole or­ 
ange; a cup of cooked cereal, pre­ 
ferably rice or oatmeal; two eggs 
scrambled with milk; toast and 
butter; and a glass of milk, pre­ 
ferably a brand enriched with vit­ 
amin D. 
If it’s a cold day , substitute co­ 


coa. For economy , use reconstitut- 
ea powdered milk or diluted, evap­ 
orated milk or condensed milk. Add 
coffee and tea if y ou want. 


FOR LIGHT LUNCHEON or sup­ 
per, in or out of the house: A 
.lamburger and roll; a portion of 
canned y ellow peaches or a banana 
whose skin is blackspecked and a 
glass of milk or a cup of cocoa. 


FOR TnE PRINCIPAL MEAL, 
whether noon or evening: Two pork 
chops or a generous portion of 
smoked ham, cooked to taste; a 
potato baked in its jacket and eat­ 
en, skin and all, with added but- 
tei or oleo; a cup of cooked, diced 
carrots; and a four-inch sector of 
apple pie with a portion of Amer­ 
ican cheese. 
If y ou live in a goiter belt, far 
from the sea, use iodized salt.

Home conomomists for Amana 
give a five-rule guide for mailing 
Christmas treats. 
They suggest 
freezing the baked goods right 
from the oven by putting them 
directly on a freezing surface of 
your home freezer. 
Wrap the frozen baked goods 
securely in freezer paper or foil 
when mailing. Prepare a thick 
outer 
wrapping 
of 
newspapers 
for insulation, surrounded by a 
moistureproof covering of foil. 
Mail the package directly at 
the post office. Determine there 
when it will probably leave and 
when it will arrive at its destina­ 
tion. Then alert the person to 
whom it is going to watch for it. 
Use air mail only. 
The home economists also say 
to advise the person receiving 
the package not to refreeze the 
baked goods, if they have started 
to thaw—this could damage them. 
The economists point out, how­ 
ever, that the baked goods prob­ 
ably will gradually thaw while in 
transit and arrive as fresh as 
when they come out of the oven 
and ready to eat.

Family Rarely Can 


L c k the Platter 


Completely Clean 


Regardless of how hearty ap­ 
petites are, rarely does a family 
lick the Christmas platter clean. 
H o w e v e r , inevitable leftovers 
needn't mean a diet of turkey for 
a week. 
Most 
of 
the 
foods 
left over 
from the festive dinner can be 
packaged individually in waxed- 
board home freezing containers, 
placed in the freezer set at zero 
tempeature and used up to two 
months later in casserole dishes. 
* Diced or sliced turkey, chick­ 
en, goose and ham, bread stuf­ 
fing.

potatoes, 
peas and carrots are a few of the 
Christmas dinner 
favorites that 
can be frozen as left-overs. They 
take no more time to prepare for 
the freezer than they do for the 
refrigerator. 
For 
best 
results, 
leftovers 
should be packaged and put in 
the freezer as soon as possible. 
Allow them to cool first. Keep 
the freezer set at zero for cooked 
foods that are to remain there 
as long as two months. If the 
freezer is set 
at five degrees, 
frozen 
leftovers 
should 
be

moved within a month. 
Cooked meat may be sliced or 
diced and then placed in a home 
freezing 
container.

Flameproof Your Decorations 


Christmas candles and holiday 
lights spell fire hazard as well 
as Yuletide greetings. Play safe, 
especially 
with 
children’s 
cos­ 


tumes. 
This year when making a cos­ 
tume for the school play or bal­ 
let, use cotton leotards and tights 
as a base. The absorbency of the 
na’ural mercerized cotton yarn 
makes it possible to falmeproof 
them with simple drug store in­ 
gredients 
If, for example, you are making 
ballet costumes for that favorite, 
“ The Nutcracker Suite,” plan to 
flameproof the cotton leotards and 
ballet skirt a day or so before 
readying the decorative touches. 
To 
make 
the 
fire-retarding 
mixture, disslve three ounces of 
boric acid and seven ounces of 
borax in two quarts of hot water. 
Dip clean, dry leotards, tights 
and ballet skirt into the mixture, 
then damp dry. You can count 
on the mercerized cotton leotards 
to hold their shape and the ballet 
skirt can be pressed with the iron 
at low heat. 
After this slution is applied ma­ 
terials may ‘char but will not burst 
into flash flames. This method 
works only with natural fibers 
which are absorbent. The flame- 
proofing must be renewed after 
each washing. 
Sugar plum fairy wings are easy 
to make and fit into many Christ­ 
mas plays. 
Cut two wing shapes from light­ 
weight cardboard and two from 
silver paper. Bend a wire coat 
hanger into a V-shape and snip 
off the hook. 
Tape one cardboard wing shape 
to each side of wire with long 
strips of masking tape. Then cover 
this with the silver paper wings. 
Outline edge of wings with glue 
and sprinkle with silver glitter. 
Wrap exposed wire between wings 
with wide ribbon, then pin to 
back of leotard.

m anner that wou ld do credit to 
an Ox ford scholar. 
All 
had 
spent most 
of their 
liv es at sea, bu t they were tak- 
. ing a week’s intensiv e schooling 
to learn how to read and apply 
the information prov ided by ra ­ 
d ar to prev ent repetitions of the 
tragic Andrea Doria - Stockholm 
collision. 
Their “ school hou se,” in an im ­ 
posing bu ilding in M anhattan’s fi­ 
nancial district, is ru n by the 
U.S. M aritime Administration, the 
agency that steers peactim e pri­ 
v ate and gov ernment shipping. 


ACTUALLY, becau se “ sailing" 
the modern ships of today calls 
for as mu ch 
book learning as 
piloting 
a 
comm ercial 
airliner, 
m any of the “stu dents” are almost 
as su re of themselv es in the class­ 
room as on the decks of Ameri­ 
ca’s biggest liners and freighters. 
As Dick Pallazza, a fou rth m ate 
with the Military Sea Transport 
Serv ice and 36 y ears at sea, say s: 
“If I pu t as mu ch 
time 
into 
one of these banks arou nd here j 
as I’v e spent in stu dy , sch o o 1 s 
and getting the technical knowl- J 
edge needed nowaday s to go to 
sea, I cou ld be a bank presi 
dent.” 
Althou gh 
most 
of 
the 
class 
was fam iliar with radar, not all 
had operated it and not all the 
shipping 
companies 
had 
tak e n 
the effort to see tha t all their 
deck officers knew how to u se it 
properiy . 
This neglect of proper training 
in peacetime u se of radar is what 
the school and others like it in 
New Orleans and San Francisco 
are try ing to correct.

Shou ld t h e onepou nd 
package be short—or ov er—ev en 
once slice, back it goes for re­ 
doing. You ’re certain of getting 
a straight cou nt. 
There are infra-red cookers. They 
hickory smoke the kind of ham 
y ou ’re going to cu t u p on y ou r 
holiday table. Only the co o k e r 
cooks the ham in three minu tes in­ 
stead of sev eral weeks. 
There are machines for tho s e 
who prefer sau sages 
with

eggs. These electronic brains stu ff 
the sau sages and link them.

When the beef needs to be ch 
it is ru n into a refrigerator, where 
the tem peratu re is au tom atically 
regu lated withou t any hu man ey e 
watching it or hand tou ching the 
dials. 


ALL THIS sav ed time bu t the 
electronic brain and the leniv es and

In Armou r’s bacon and sau sage 
div ision, sev en workers

ou t of ev ery nine. Throu ghou t the 
indu stry , 36,000 jobs disappeared 
in fou r y ears.
